Where careful precaution 
are uot exercised the wretched beasb 
swarm with pt:-,U which perforate theii 
skin, suck their blood, and weakei 
them by the constant irritation, worry 
and pain which they inflict. 
Becausi 


this is not perceived the evil is tolor 
nted to Iho groat loss of Iho owners 
With tho advent of warm weather thesi 
pests incieisse with great rapidity, am 
frequently dcstrov miserably the younj 
animals which they infe-t. 
Poultr; 


are attacked bj several kinds, red' 
brown, and blue Hoc, and fleas, whicl 
at tiiius d r i \ i - the hens from their nesl: 
or worn ihc Doting chicks until the; 
perish, 
C'uhi-s. iuc chiefly annoyed h; 


the largo blue lice, which fasten firmlj 
into the skin nud defy Iho cllorts o" 
the young oroaturrs to dislodge I hem 
Lambs are troubled by the blood 
thirsty ticks, the large p-ddish browi 
insects, each of which will take i 
whole drop of blood at a meal, anc 
which very quickly kill thoir victim: 
when they happen to be numerous. 


These arc the worst pests of the sea- 


son, and need immediate attention be- 
fore they do mischief by their rapid in- 
crease in numbers. The poultry yer- 
min are encouraged by filth; they nn 
also brought in and spread by rats auc 
mice, and whore these creatures abounc 
it is impossible to keep tho buildings 
clear of fleas and lice. The poultrj 
house is the first point of attack. 
L 


tho lowls are kept, in or adjacent to th< 
barn and stables, they should be re- 
moved, because they become a source 
of infection to ol her an'mals. Horse! 
have been known to die from the ef- 
fects of those intolerable but tninuta 
pests known as chicken floas—small 
red mites which cover a person who 
carelessly handles the fowls in the 
evening, and who finds soon after that 
he is attacked by a fiery hot irritation 
produced by these pests ovor his whole 
body. 
For these reasons fowls should 


bo kr-pt where they can ho kept clean 
and thu house free from tilth. 
Dry air- 


slaokod lime should be dusted over thr 
whole house and kerosene oil drenched 
over the perches and nest boxes, espe- 
cially in the joints and cracks. If these 
precautions are used, and the breeding 
places of the vermin destroyed, the 
fowls will soon free themselves and keep 
clean. 


Calves can be easily freed from iheir 


posts. 
Perhaps some severe measures 


must be taken to destroy the vermin 
in 
their harbors, but once this is 


done it is easy to 
keep thorn at 


a 
distance.. 
The 
skin 
should be 


dro-,-ed with a mixture of four ounco,? 
of 1 ,rd, one ounce of sulphur, and one 
teaspoonful of creosote, well rubbed to- 
gether. This must be done dailv. or it 
will not be cllectivo. 
Lu\vs shuiild be 


treated in the same manner. And occo 
the pests are dislodged the animals 
should be well brushed once a day. 
This cleansing of the skin is a great 
help. It removes the dry, scurfy mat- 
ter among which the vermin harbor and 
perhaps feed upon. 
When any lice 


are left it will be a good plan to" pour 
a small quantity of Kerosene oil upon 
the brush arid work it into the animal's 
coat. This will very soon clear tho an- 
imal of all the pests. It is an excellent 
method for horses should they become 
infested. 


The ticks upon sheep and lambs re- 


quire harsher methods. These tough, 
lethargy insects seem to be proof 
against all milder remedies than a 
strong dose of tobacco and sulphur. A 
pound of strong tobacco is steeped 
twelve hours in a gallon of boiling hoi 
water; four ounces of flowers of sul- 
phur are added and the liquor stirred 
several times. It is then strained and 
cooled to one hundred and twenty de- 
grees, when either the lambs are 
(lipped in it or it is poured along the 
back and distributed along the sides, 
shoulders 
and 
Hanks in 
such 
a 


way that the wool holds it. This kills 
the ticks, but it sometimes sickens the 
lambs. 
Some farmers have found a 


mixture of buttermilk beaten up to an 
emulsion with a small quantity of lin- 
seed oil and kerosene oil, sntlicient to 
give the whole a strong odor, and 
poured ovor the body as above de- 
scribed, to bo iju to efTcctho in dis- 
lodging the ticks. It must be repeated 
in two weeks to kill oil" the newly 
batched larva:.—A7. Y. Times, 


—Pie shells: Make a rich pie crust 


and line pans or old saucers, prick 
them with a fork and bake in a quick 
oven. 
Put them in a crock or bread 


box and when needed fill with cran- 
berry sauce, apple sauce or any canned 
fruit you may have open. 
Another 


way to use them is to make a custard 
of any kind, put one of the shells in a 
pie pan, fill it with the custard and 
bake. These are convenient to have in 
cue of unexpected company.—Boston

COLORED WAITERS. 


Why the Beat "Walters Are Found Among 


the Sons of Ham. 


"Colored men make the best waiters. 


Nature seems to havo given themevery 
qualification for that particular call- 
ing," said tho chief clerk of one of the 
large uptown hotels to a Herald re- 
porter. "They are not ambitious, and 
therefore not always scheming for 
some other man's position; nor do 
they try to run the hotol according to 
their own idea. No mailer how inca- 
pable a white man may be for any 
other occupation, he always eon.iidors 
that ho is above being a waiter. 
If 


bard luck compels him to be ono he 
does not take u proper interest in his 
work, and is always looking out for a 
better position. The darky, on the 
contrary, is perfectly satisfi'cd. 
He is 


at the height of his 'modest' ambition, 
and wishes for no other advancement 
if he can become a waller in a first 
class hotel where ha can wear a steel 
pen coat, a wliito vi'sr, a Spinola collar, 
and can got as much as he can eat. 


"If we discharge a colored waiter it 


does not trouble him in the least. Ju 
a few days ho will turn up at some of 
the other hotels in all of his dignity. 
But a white man under the circum- 
stances will be indignant, then become 
despondent, and perhaps take to drink 
and lose several weeks' lime. 


"Again, colored waiters rarely go to 


second class hotels or cheap reii- 
taurants," continued the clerk. 
"It is 


only when they fail elsewhere that they 
do so, for dignity is everything with 
them. They would rather work for a 
private family or act as chief bottle- 
washer in a saloon at a small salary 
than work in a cheap restaurant or 
second class hotel on a large one. 


"No, white and colored waiters do 


not get along together Tory well, and 
it is bad policy to mix the help. There 
is a feeling of superiority on the one 
side, and while the colored people feel 
their inferiority as to white people gen- 
erally, they do not admit it in this in- 
stance, and it is about like a mixture 
of oil and water. But, taken separ- 
ately, the colored waiters aro un- 
doubtedly the best in the world, and 
are really the only people qualified by 
nature for such positions. 


"Another reason 
colored waiters 


prefer iirjt-class hotels or none is that 
it gives them social caste among their 
own race. The reputation of a first- 
class hotel or restaurant imparts to the 
waiter a certain degree of responsi- 
bility, and, because of its social emi- 
nence, plaucs him on a plane above 
his, perhaps, equally talented brothers 
who are so unfortunate to as to work 
in second-class hotels. 
The social dis- 


tinction of waiters in each hostelry 
varies—in their own minds—with the 
status ol the establishments. 
The 


waiter in a first-class hotel holds him- 
self severely aloof from the waiter in a 
second-class 
establishment, 
for he 


naturally considers that his wages and 
position are a tacit admission of his 
superior abilily and experience. 


"I can tell one thing," said the 


speaker in conclusion; "waiting on a 
table looks very easy, but it requires 
an extremely good memory, and there 
is an adaptiveness in it almost ap- 
proaching to art; and. above all, affa- 
bility, patience and politeness are the 
essential qualities of a good waiter. 
But with the colored man it is his in- 
nate humility, as a born servant, that 
especially fits him for a waiter. 
With 


him it is nature; with others it is art." 
—tf. Y. Herald.,
